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CLASS  HISTORY  '47 


As  the  doors  of  Hampton  High  School  opened  on  the  morning  of  September 
6,  1943,  they  opened  not  only  to  those  returning  to  complete  their  final  year 
but  to  a group  of  wide-eyed  and  enthusiastic  boys  and  girls  who  were  for  the 
first  time  entering  High  School.  That  hopeful  group  is  the  graduating  class 
of  1947.

Sophomore  days  were  over 
and  summer  vacation  at  last. 

We  were  greeted  on  September  8,  1945  with  the  opening  of  school  and 
felt  quite  important  now  that  we  were  finally  Juniors.  Flood-lights  had  been 
installed  on  the  athletic  field  so  with  the  coming  of  football  season  we  enjoyed 
night  games  for  the  first  time.  Returning  from  Christmas  holidays  we  soon 
(Mitered  into  th<‘  second  half  of  our  Junior  year. 
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Tile  class  chose  the  following  officers,  President,  Bobby  Smith,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, J.  B.  Neal,  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Lillian  Vaughan.  Spring  brought 
an  epidemic  of  spring  fever,  but  we  cheered  up  as  time  drew  near,  for  the 
main  social  event,  the  Junior-Senior  Prom.  This  was  soon  just  a happy  memory 
and  our  Junior  days  were  over. 

When  we  re-entered  school  after  summer  vacation,  we  were  brought  face 
to  face  with  the  realization  that  we  were  Seniors  and  must  act  as  such. 

We  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  football  season  because  many  boys  of  our  class 
represented  us  on  the  gridiron.  The  band  with  their  newly  acquired  uniforms 
added  much  color  to  these  exciting  events.  Christmas  holidays  flew  by  and 
orders  were  taken  for  class  rings.  Basketball  was  behind  us  and  sign  of  spring 
began  to  show.  The  class  chose  as  their  officers,  President,  Albert  Moberg, 
Vice-President,  Lon  Hicks  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  Lois  Sneed.  These  proved 
to  be  worthy  of  the  task  we  placed  upon  them.  We  had  previously  been 
measured  for  caps  and  gowns  and  the  echo  was  still  clear  of  boys  boasting  on 
the  measurements  of  their  so-called  “he-man”  chests.  Senior  invitations  were 
ordered,  pictures  taken  and  all  important  details  checked.  The  Junior-Senior 
prom  was  much  enjoyed  by  all  and  now  our  entire  school  life  was  drawing  to 
a close. 

As  our  days  as  Seniors  come  to  a close  we  look  back  on  the  accomplish- 
ments and  improvements  that  we  have  seen  during  our  four  years  spent  here. 
We  have  witnessed  the  end  of  the  war  having  had  the  joy  of  seeing  many  of 
our  classmates  return.  We  have  also  aided  in  the  organization  of  the  Student 
Co-operative  Association  which  has  made  many  improvements  for  the  student 
body  of  Hampton  High. 

To  many,  graduation  is  a happy  occasion,  to  others  a sad  one,  but  whatever 
our  feeling  we  know  this  is  just  our  foundation  for  the  good  we  must  go  for- 
ward to  meet.  Long  will  we  remember  our  high  school  days  at  Hampton 
High  School.

The  city’s  biggest  night  club  was  the  “Langley  Roof  Garden”  run  by  Alan 
Snyder.  1 walked  over  to  get  a closer  look  and  saw  Thomas  “Hot  Licks” 
Waddell  and  his  band  of  merrymakers.  Featured  vocalist  was  Jean  Carol 
Roberts,  who  was  booked  for  that  week.  The  Garden’s  chorus  girls  were  Jean

During  the  summer  we  were  gi\  en  a brand  new  Martin  Freres  olioe  wliich  was  played 
by  Ann  Parkinson. 

The  marching  band  was  organized  in  September  with  Donald  Sherouse  as  our  drum 
major.  We  had  hoped  to  get  our  uniforms  iu  time  for  the  games  but  due  to  the  wars  and 
shortages  of  materials  we  had  to  march  in  the  old  uniforms.  We  played  for  all  tlie  home 
games.  We  were  given  trips  to  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  with  tlie  football  team  when 
Hampton  played  against  Maury  and  Wilson.  An  honor  was  bestowed  upon  us  when  we 
were  asked  to  march  at  the  Oyster  Bowl  game  in  Norfolk,  December  7,  Pearl  Harbor 
Day.

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OUR  COACH 

The  year  1940  was  a lucky  year  for  Hampton  High  School,  as  James  “Suey”  Eason  took 
o\er  the  head  coaching  reigns  at  the  Crabtown  Institution.  Being  considered  tlie  best 
coach  in  schoolboy  circles  throughout  the  state,  “Suey”  has  compiled  a record  which  is  ex- 
ceptional for  his  si.x  years  at  Hampton. 

His  record  stands  as  35  wins,  21  losses,  and  8 ties.  “Suey’s”  best  year  thus  far  was 
in  1942,  when  his  team  ran  away  with  the  football  honors  in  the  state.  Coach  believes 
this  was  the  best  high  school  team  he  has  ever  coached,  however  his  1946  team  was  con- 
sidered tops! 

James  “Suey”  Eason  or  just  “Coach,”  as  he  is  known  to  exeryone,  is  an  alumnus  of  the 
College  of  Wii  liam  and  Mary  where  he  was  a star  in  every  sport  he  participated  in  from  1924- 
1928.  He  is  a member  of  the  A1  -Time  William  & Mary  football  team,  an  honor  which  is 
bestowed  upon  very  few  of  the  great  players  the  Williamsburg  school  turns  out.  In  base- 

ball, he  is  sti  1 remembered  as  the  slugger  who  twice  knocked  home  runs  to  beat  Yale  two 
times  in  successixe  years  and  the  guy  xvho  slugged  the  cover  off  the  ol’  horsehide  to  turn 
many  an  “Indian”  defeat  into  victory. 

Upon  graduation,  “Coach”  xvent  to  Crexve  High  School  in  Crexve,  Virginia  to  take  over 
the  coaching  job  there.  In  his  txvelve  years  at  this  school  “Suey”  compiled  the  amazing 
record  of  having  been  defeated  eleven  times.  Being  only  a Class  “C”  schools  he  had  little 
to  xx'ork  xvith  but  after  a few  seasons  “Suey’s”  teams  were  a threat  to  every  Class  “A”  high 
school  in  the  state.  While  there,  he  built  up  the  reputation  as  the  coach  xvho  alxx'ays 
turns  out  a “Fightin’  team”. 

This  reputation  he  brought  to  Hampton  in  1940  and  in  his  stay  here,  he  has  raised  the 
“Crabbers”  fighting  spirit  to  a peak  xvhich  could  never  be  topped.  Although  his  teams 
are  not  alxvays  “xvorld-beaters,”  they  are  always  in  the  ba;  1 game  and  nexer  a “breather.”

Tlie  1946  edition  of  the  Hampton  “Crabbers”  opened  their  season  successfully  by 
trouncing  a game,  but  weak  opponent,  Holy  Trinity  of  Norfolk  50-0.  Working  with 
clock-like  precision  the  eleven  from  “Crabtown”  took  command  in  the  very  early  stages 
of  the  contest  and  cjuickly  turned  the  affair  into  a rout.  Coach  “Suey”  Eason  used  his 
full  squad  in  the  slaughter,  with  his  first  team  playing  less  than  half  the  game.  “Speedy” 
Tommy  Edmonds  was  the  “big  gun”  in  the  “Crabber”  attack  by  scoring  twice  and  tossing 
to  end  Dick  Carneal  for  another  tally.  Johnny  Thomas,  Joe  Mark,  Burleigh  Harwood,  Jim 
Carey  and  Sydney  Moore  completed  the  Hampton  scoring  for  the  night.  Along  with 
Edmonds,  Jim  Carey  and  Burleigh  Harwood  were  constant  threats  with  their  repeatedly 
fine  performances  of  broken-field  running.

Travelling  across  Hampton  Roads  to  engage  the  Maury  Commodores  in  their  first  real 
lest  of  the  young  season.  Coach  “Suey”  Eason’s  boys  gave  the  Norfolk  eleven  a real  going 
over  to  the  tune  of  20-7.  Being  heavily  outweighed,  the  small  but  potent  “Crabbers  went 
right  to  work  after  the  opening  kick-off  and  before  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  had  managed 
to  cross  the  “Commodore”  goal  line.

In  gaining  their  third  straight  victory,  the  powerful 
Hampton  line  limited  the  supposedly  non-stoppable  Cadets  to  a mere  17  yards  rushing  where 
as  the  “Crabbers”  gained  273  yards.  The  “Crabbers”  started  like  a ball  of  fire  from  the 
opening  whistle,  driving  to  within  the  Benedictine  5 yard  line  twice  during  the  first  period 
without  having  the  final  punch  to  score.  Early  in  the  second  period  however  with  Thomas, 
Carneal  and  Edmonds  sharing  the  spotlight,  the  “Crabbers”  went  all  the  way  with  Thomas 
crossing  into  paydirt.

With  the  game  less  than  five  minutes 
old,  quarterback  Thomas  crashed  over  from  the  one  and  from  that  time  on  it  was  all 
Hampton.  Before  the  close  of  the  half,  Thomas  faded  and  tossed  a 35  yard  aerial  into  the 
waiting  arms  of  Co-Captain  Bobby  Carroll  who  did  some  nifty  ball  carrying  to  cross  into 
paydirt.  Tommy  Edmonds,  “Crabber”  scatback,  scored  the  third  marker  for  the  Hampton 
eleven  after  having  tom  the  Salem  line  to  shreds  with  the  able  assistance  of  “Dandy  Dick” 
Carneal  and  speedy  Burleigh  Harwood.  Dickie  Bunting,  Salem’s  small  triple-threat,  was 
putting  on  a one  man  show  for  the  “Wolverines”,  but  was  not  enough  alone  to  cross  the 
“Crabber”  goal  line.  Thomas  closed  out  the  scoring  by  plunging  over  from  the  two  just 
before  the  games  end.

Coming  from  behind  in  the  last  two 
minutes  of  play,  the  “Crabbers”  reeeived  a hard-earned  13-13  tie  with  the  powerful  “Presi- 
dents”. The  first  half  went  seoreless  with  Hampton  being  on  the  defensive  most  of  the 

time  as  a result  of  Billy  Paris’  long  punt  returns  of  Carneal’s  booming  kicks.  Being  out- 
^ weighed  nearly  twenty  pounds  to  the  man,  the  small  but  gallant  “Crabber”  line  put  up  a 
whale  of  a game  against  overwhelming  odds.  The  Wilson  team  broke  ice  in  the  third 
(piarter  capitalizing  on  a “Crabber”  fumble  and  went  ahead  7-0.  Paris  scirred  on  a 20-yard 
jaunt.

This 
defeat  was  the  first  in  nine  starts  for  the  Crabtown  boys.  The  “Crabbers”  took  the  initial 
kick-off  and  drove  75  yards  for  the  first  score  with  Thomas  plunging  into  the  end  zone.

The  Hampton  five  was  very  green  but  made  a fine 
showing. 

For  the  next  conference  game,  Hampton  traveled  to  Granby  only  to  fall  before  the 
power  and  uncanny  markmanship  of  the  Norfolk  basketteers,  60-35. 

In  a day  game  played  at  Langley  Field,  the  “Crabbers”  broke  into  the  win  column  by 
defeating  the  Officers  35-33.  Making  it  two  in  a row  the  “Hardwood”  boys  of  Hampton 
won  a thriller  from  Thomas  Jefferson  of  Richmond,  35-31.  Coming  from  behind  the 
“Crabbers”  overtook  and  went  on  to  victory',  in  the  last  minute  of  play.  Thomas  Jefferson 
went  on  to  win  the  Central  District  Championship. 

Maiiiy  invaded  Hampton  next  and  the  “Crabbers”  fell  before  the  “Commodores”  45-25. 
The  lieight  of  the  Maury  five  had  much  to  do  with  the  decisive  victory. 

# On  their  Western  trip  of  the  season,  the  “Crabbers”  first  met  the  J.  V.  team  of 
Hampden-Sydney  and  were  set  back  by  the  collegians,  45-35.  Trailing  by  twenty  points  at 
tlie  half,  the  local  lads  completely  outclassed  the  home  team  the  last  lialf.  Salem,  being 
the  next  game  on  the  trip,  defeated  tlie  “Crabbers”  62-25.  Four  games  in  one  week  proved 
too  inucli  for  Hampton,  as  in  this  game  the  boys  showed  the  strain. 

Hopewell  invaded  the  “bandbox”  tlie  following  week  and  the  “Crabbers”  hit  their  stride 
by  lacing  the  “Blue  Devils”  45-22.  In  this  game  Johnny  Thomas,  the  “Crabbers”  push- 
shot  star,  dumped  in  27  points  to  almost  defeat  the  visitors  singlehanded. 

Granby  was  next  on  tbe  Hampton  schedule  as  the  Comets  almost  met  their  match 
in  the  “fightin’  Crabbers,”  eking  out  a 52-43  victory.  The  game  was  much  closer  than 
the  9 points  show,  as  Hampton  was  pushing  the  future  State  Champs  all  the  way.  With 
this  game  past,  the  “Crabbers”  were  known  to  be  the  only  team  in  the  state  to  really  battle 
the  “Comets.” 

Tlie  Riclnnond  trip  popped  up  and  tlie  “Crabbers”  were  on  their  way  to  give  the  Hope- 
well  five  their  second  lacing  of  the  season  by  them,  5S-28,  a more  decisive  victory  than 
the  first. 

Thomas  Jefferson  was  next  on  the  trip  and  avenged  their  earlier  defeat  by  edging  the 
“Crabbers”  37-34.  Trailing  by  a very  large  margin  at  the  half,  the  “last-half”  Hampton 
team  almost  pulled  the  game  out  of  the  fire  by  outscoring  the  “Presidents”  21-9  after  inter- 
mission. 

Still  seeking  their  first  conference  victory  in  Eastern  play,  the  “Crabbers”  journeyed 
to  Maury  only  to  be  denied  by  losing  44-34.  The  Hampton  team  was  hot  in  pursuit  of 
the  “Commodores”  when  the  game  ended. 

Breaking  a losing  streak,  the  Langley  Officers  again  fell  before  the  “Crabtown”  boys 
35-31  in  the  .spacious  Langley  Field  gym.  Continuing  their  winning  ways  then,  the  “Crab- 
bers” annexed  their  first  conference  victory  with  an  overwhelming  score  of  76-30  over  the 
“Pilot’s”  of  Norview. 

Woodrow  Wilson  opened  and  also  closed  out  the  ’46-47  basketball  schedule  of  the 
“Crabbers”.  Playing  on  the  large  Wilson  gym,  the  “President’s”  proved  too  mueh  for 
Hampton  as  they  won  52-39. 

Although  the  season  was  nothing  exceptional,  the  “Crabbers”  showed  fight  and  spirit 
throughout  the  trying  campaign  and  turned  in  a fairly  successful  record.

The 
season  started  with  several  lettermen  and  a host  of  newcomers  and  prospects  were  fairly 
bright.  Through  hard  work,  Coach  Eason  turned  the  boys  into  a fighting,  winning 
combination  that  enjoyed  a very  successful  season. 

Winning  All-State  honors  for  the  “Crabbers”  in  the  past  grid  campaign  were  Co-captain 
Bob  Carroll,  who  finished  his  fourth  year  at  end,  and  Calvin  “Monk”  Rhea,  a first  year 
man  at  guard.  Bobby,  a senior,  was  an  honorable  mention  All-Stater  last  year.  Another 
honor  for  Bobby  was  his  All-Southern  nomination.  For  Calvin,  it  was  his  first  year  in 
Hampton  togs  and  winning  honors  in  his  initial  year  shows  his  gridiron  prowess.  Good 
luck  Cabin,  in  your  future  football  years! 

Jack  “Sooky”  Hill  failed  to  make  the  All-State  honor  stpiad  the  past  season  by  a mere 
vote,  but  was  picked  for  honorable  mention,  honors  for  the  third  year  in  a 
row.  “Sooky”  has  finished  a brilliant  football  career  of  four  years  at  Hampton.  He  was 
A oted  the  most  \'aluable  player  on  the  squad  by  his  teammates  the  past  season. 

The  “Crabbers”  boasted  one  of  the  star  ball  carriers  and  passers  in  the  state  in  Johnny 
“Slingshot”  Thomas.  Johnny  crossed  the  opponents  goal  line  fifteen  times  to  be  one  of  the 
state’s  leading  scorers  and  his  passes  accounted  for  ten  more  touchdowns.  The  “Crabbers” 
great  success  was  due  largely  to  his  outstanding  play. 

The  lights  on  Darling  Memorial  Field  for  night  games  has  increased  the  attendance 
of  the  contests  by  nearly  100%.  Boasting  about  the  highest  attendance  for  high  schools 
in  the  state,  the  “Crabbers”  home  crowds  were  the  largest  in  school  history.

Best  of  luck  fellows,  everyone  of  you  graduating  team- 
mates may  not  be  in  there  “fightin’  ” with  you  side  by  side,  but  spiritually  they  will  be.

The  basketball  season  was  pretty  dismal  after  such  a fine  football  year.  Although 
the  “Crabbers”  record  of  six  wins  and  nine  losses  isn’t  the  best,  the  boys  were  in  there 
giving  it  all  they  had  in  true  Hampton  fight  and  spirit!  Lack  of  experience  and  ineligibility 
were  a thorn  in  the  side  of  the  Eason-coached  five. 

The  “Crabberettes”,  girls  basketball  team,  coached  by  Miss  Martha  Holloway  enjoyed 
a better  than  average  season  with  a record  of  four  wins  and  three  losses.  The  team  was  under 
the  able  leadership  of  Co-captains  Bowen  and  Moore. 

Mary  Bryan  Collier  was  head-cheerleader  of  the  H.  H.  S.  cheering  squad.  The  girls 
showed  plenty  of  pep  and  spirit  and  did  much  to  raise  the  school  spirit  by  staging  pep  rallies 
and  bon-fires  before  all  the  “Crabbers”  football  game.  At  out-of-town  games,  one  would 
always  find  the  girls  there  and  helping  to  cheer  the  team  when  the  going  was  rough. 

Coach  Eason  entered  a track  team  in  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Invitational  Meet 
at  Chapel  Hill  which  turned  in  an  excellent  showing,  although  it  won  no  honors.  The 
meet  was  staged  indoors  and  it  was  the  first  time  the  boys  had  ever  run  on  the  “boai’ds”. 
Bobby  Leonard,  crack  distance  man,  was  a finalist  and  crossed  the  line  sixth  in  the  1000 
yard  run.  Billy  Shannon,  sprinter,  was  a finalist  and  came  in  fifth  in  the  sixty  yard  dash.
